Backlash 
over club’s 
extension 


THE extension of opening hours 
at a nightclub has been criti¬ 
cised in a statement made by 
angry councillors. 

Newmarket Town Council said it is 
“astonished” at the decision by Forest 
Heath District Council licensing 
committee on October 5 to allow 
Millionaires Club in High Street to 
lengthen its opening hours to 3am at 
weekends and lam during the week. 

The statement said: “The town council 
is astonished that FHDC opted to ignore 
the views of the town, and would like to 
make the statement that it strongly 
disagrees with the FHDC licensing 
committee’s decision to grant the 
extended opening hours to the 
Millionaires Club, which will have an 
impact on the High Street by causing an 
increase in noise disturbance to 
neighbouring residents, an increase in 
litter and will have an impact on police 
resources.” 

Councillors believe the decision is at 
odds with Forest Heath’s cumulative 
impact policy, which aimed to cut down

on late-night establishments which 
police believed was linked to an upsurge 
in violence. 

The town council said Forest Heath is 
“choosing to ignore” its own policy and 
councillors have sought legal advice on 
whether it can appeal the decision 
through West Suffolk Magistrates’ Court, 
subject to costs. 

Millionaires’ original license allowed 
the nightspot to remain open until lam 
at weekends and 12.30am during the 
week. 

A spokesperson for Forest Heath 
District Council said: “The licensing 
committee members listened to residents 
and considered all the evidence, 
including national guidance and the 
council’s own policy, before making a 
decision. 

“The application was approved subject 
to conditions about preventing public 
nuisance, put forward by environmental 
health officers, and preventing crime and 
disorder, required by the police.

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Burglar starts 
jail sentence 

A BURGLAR who broke into a house 
and stole more than £2,000 worth of 
jewellery has been jailed for six years. 

Andrew Corker, of Cottier Drive, 
Littleport, was last Thursday found 
guilty of burglary. 

Peterborough Crown Court heard 
how the 35-year-old forced his way 
into a house in Swaffham Prior on 
January 13 before grabbing a jewellery 
tin and a black folder. 

When he was stopped by a 
neighbour as he left the house with 
the folder, he said he was there to lay 
concrete and drove off in a van. 

Police were able to trace Corker by a 
description of the van and he was later 
arrested. 

Det Con Dan Bramley said after the 
case: “I hope this sentence dem¬ 
onstrates the serious consequences of 
burglary. 

“This type of offence is extremely 
stressful and disruptive for victims 
and I hope in this case the fact that 
justice has been done will afford them 
some comfort.”

Scam artists trick 
OAP out of £1,000 


TRICKSTERS targeted an 
87-year-old man - stealing 
£1,000 cash in a 
“despicable” con after 
claiming there was a 
problem with his drains. 

The distraction burglary 
happened at about noon on 
Monday, October 22, when two 
men called at the victim’s home 
in McCalmont Way, New¬ 
market.

Both men followed the victim 
into his home, one counted the 
money while the other 
disappeared. After they left the 
victim noticed his King George 
silver trophy was missing. 

The first man is described as 
white, 6ft tall, muscular and 
had shoulder length dark hair. 
He was wearing black trousers 
and a black jumper. 

The second man is described 
as white, 5ft 6in tall, slim and 
had ginger hair. He was wearing 
a baseball cap, light jacket and 
dark trousers. 

Det Con Paul Atkinson, who 


is investigating, said: “This was 
a despicable crime against a 
vulnerable person. I would ask 
anyone who thinks they 
recognise the men involved to 
contact me as soon as possible. 

“I’m also keen to trace the 
victim’s King George trophy. It 
was roughly 24 inches tall with 
handles either side, and is of 
great sentimental value. 

“I would ask people to be 
vigilant about cold callers and 
report any suspicious beh¬ 
aviour in their area.”

“These conditions were accepted by the 
applicants before the hearing.”

A COUPLE whose 
young daughter 
died after contract¬ 
ing meningitis have 
raised almost £2,000 
to help fund further 
research into the 
killer disease. 

Amelie Beatrix 
Clipson-Smith was just 
three years old when 
she died from bacterial 
meningitis four years 
ago in France, where her 
father, Kevin Smith, was 
working as an 
aeronautical engineer. 

Amelie, who had just 
started school, was 
taken to hospital in 
Bordeaux but died less 
than 12 hours later. 

Her organs were 
donated and helped to 
save three children’s 
lives. 

On Saturday, Kevin 
and his partner, 
Amelie’s mother, Sally 
Clipson, transformed 


their home, The Old 
Lodge, in Fordham 
Road, Soham, into Chez 
Amelie - a fine dining, 
pop-up restaurant for 
the evening. 

Top chef and close 
friend Tim Hill prepared 
a six-course meal for 25 
guests and diners were 
asked to pay what they 
thought the evening was 
worth. 


The evening itself 
raised over £1,600 for 
Meningitis UK and 
hundreds more has 
been donated via an 
online site. 

Sally and Kevin, who 
have two other 
daughters, plan to hold 
similar evenings to help 
Meningitis UK fund 
research to develop 
vaccines. 


Sally said: “The 
evening was absolutely 
fantastic and it is 
something we certainly 
plan to do again soon. 

“We are dedicated to 
ensuring Amelie’s 
memory lives on. 

“She was a very 
gentle, kind little girl 
with a great spirit and 
we are so proud of her. 
Although she was 
vaccinated against some 
forms of meningitis, 
there aren’t vaccines to 
protect against all forms 
of the terrible disease. 

“If vaccines can be 
found to prevent other 
families losing a loved 
one to meningitis, I can 
think of no other cause 
more worthy.”

It’s a wrap: Newmarket’s 
sausages are EU protected 


NEWMARKET has got 
more bangers for its buck 
- as the town’s sausages 
have been given protected 
status by the European 
Union. 

The famous bangers join the 
likes of the Cornish pasty and 
the Melton Mowbray pork 
pie, as well as Parma ham and 
Champagne as foodstuffs 
with Protected Geographical 
Indication status given by the 
EU. 

The UK food and farming 
body Defra announced the 
good news on Monday. 

It will mean that 
Newmarket sausages can only 
be made in a strictly defined 
area and within guidelines 
defined by the town’s sausage 
makers. 

To apply for the protected 
status, Newmarket sausage 
makers Musk’s, in Goodwin 
Business Park, and Tennant’s 
Butchers, in the Guineas, 
formed the Newmarket 
Sausage Association (NSA) 
along with Powters, in

Wellington Street. 

Chris Sheen, the NSA 
chairman and managing 
director of Musk’s, said he 
began the process in October 
2002 but it had to be 
approved by Defra before 
getting the final nod from the 
EU. 

He said: “It’s really fantastic 
news. 

“We are delighted as it puts 
us on a par with Cumberland 
sausages and of similar status 
to the better known Melton 
Mowbray pies and the 
Cornish pasty. 

“It will help protect the 
reputation of regional foods 
and promote rural and 
agricultural activity within 
the Newmarket area and 
recognises the status and 
longevity of the product 
within the area.” 

Chris said the Newmarket 
sausage would also benefit 
from enhanced status in the 
EU like Parma ham and 
Champagne, which can only 
be made in those regions. 

Grant Powter, managing 
director of Powters, said: “I 
am delighted that this regional 
food product has now gained 
the protection it deserves by 
virtue of the reputation and 
quality which have been 
traditionally attributed to the 
making of sausages in 
Newmarket for over 150 
years. 

“This in turn will raise the 
profile of the Newmarket 
sausage throughout the UK as 
well as in Europe.”

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Sharing scheme may 
mean more job losses

A JOINT leadership team for 
two Suffolk councils has 
been selected - but further 
job losses are likely as part of 
the process to share services. 

People have been chosen to fill 
the nine shared heads of service 
roles dealing with housing, 
planning, economic development 
and other areas. 

The number was reduced from 
15 as part of efforts to link ser¬ 
vices between St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and Forest Heath 
District Council. 

The councils have cut 10 jobs 
in the last two years as part of the 
shared services programme and 
they have redeployed another six 
employees who would have 
otherwise been made redundant. 

Further job losses are likely 
ahead of the completion of the 
restructuring process in the late 
spring but the councils say they 
will avoid redundancies where 
possible. They said they have 
empty posts which can be 
scrapped and some staff on 
temporary contracts. 

Joint chief executive Ian Gallin 
said: “We have been managing 
vacancies extremely carefully so 
we do not expect the number of

compulsory redundancies to be 
large.” 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “None of this has been easy 
but it has been essential to make 
us fit for purpose moving 
forward.” 

Forest Heath and St 
Edmundsbury are working with 
staff and the public sector union 
Unison towards a collective 
agreement on a new pay and 
reward strategy which they hope 
to reach by January. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 


said they were looking to do this 
with, rather than to, staff. 

He said: “Most savings have 
come from top earners. 

“We are looking to work with 
our staff and Unison to try to get 
the most fair deal for everybody in 
the circumstances.” 

The creation of the joint 
leadership team also involved 
replacing two chief executives 
with one and cutting four 
directors down to two. Mr Gallin 
was appointed earlier this year 
and Liz Watts and Alex Wilson 
were chosen as shared directors 
last month. 

The new management structure 
approved by both councils has 
delivered savings of £870,000 and 
will help them towards the £2.3 
million in annual budget savings 
they plan to make by 2014/15. 

Their savings target for this 
financial year was £833,000 and 
they are achieving £1,216,000. 

Mr Gallin said he was delighted 
to welcome the new team, adding: 
“Working across council 
boundaries in West Suffolk, 
cutting back on the overheads and 
sharing as much as we can is 
essential. There’s a lot of work 
ahead but this is a hugely talented 
team.” 

There are no plans to have a 
single base for the councils.

two counts of sexual assault. 

The father-of-two, who 
worked as a yard hand in 
Newmarket, denies all the 
charges. 

In a police statement read 
out in court, Yar, 58, said he 
believed the pair were like 
“boyfriend and girlfriend” 
and he had sex with her 
“hundreds of times” 
consensually. 

Yar, who has a wife in 
Pakistan, told officers the 
victim wanted to keep their 
relationship a secret. When 
accused of the rape, he told 
police in interview: “I 
cannot imagine doing this to 
her. 


“It’s a complete fabri¬ 
cation. There’s no element 
of truth in this.” 

Earlier in the trial the jury 
watched a video in which 
the woman, who is in her 
20s, told police officers Yar 
followed her into a barn and 
pushed her to the floor 
before touching her chest 
and raping her. 

Beata Kopel, defending, 
said her client had 
understood the pair were in 
a sexual relationship. 

She told the alleged 
victim via video link: “Mo 
says that he was having 
sexual intercourse with 
your agreement twice a 


day.” She asked her: “Do 
you remember sending Mo 
a text saying T liked what 
we did yesterday?’ 

“He tried to explain to 
you that he couldn’t read 
English. Do you remember 
showing him that text 
message?” 

The woman said she did 
not remember sending a text 
message and denied being in 
a relationship with Yar. 

She said: “I never did 
anything with him. I never 
kissed him and I never said 
anything to him like that at 
all.” 

The trial continues. 


Heating is 'investment in future' 


A NEW housing development is set to 
have an unusual kind of under floor 
heating. 

The listed barns on Mitchell Lodge 
Farm, in Swaffham Bulbeck, will be 
turned into new homes and heated by 
ground source energy, which is 
pumped up through deep boreholes in 
the ground. 

Pump specialists Econic have drilled 


boreholes as far as 140m below the 
ground where the heat pumps push the 
energy up to the surface and circulate 
it to heat the homes. 

Developer Thomas Banks, who 
commissioned the £4m project, said: 
“Using ground source energy to heat 
these homes makes perfect sense to 
me. 

“It is an investment in the future.” 


Mr Banks said he wanted to find a 
green source of energy for the barns 
but solar panels were not an option as 
the buildings are listed. 

He said: “You are getting heat from 
the ground and after the initial 
investment you aren’t faced with 
massive heating bills or at the mercy of 
the market.” 
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Inquest told ex-jockey 
died after hospital fall

A POPULAR former jockey 
died from a traumatic head 
injury after first being 
injured in a shop and then 
falling in a hospital, an 
inquest heard. 

Concerned family members 
thought he could have been 
saved if the bed’s sides were 
put up, but the coroner said 
there was no way to tell 
precisely how he fell. 

Richard Fox, 57, of 
Newmarket, hit his head on a 
freezer in Iceland in the centre 
of the town on April 30, 2011, 
and was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital in Bury St Edmunds. 

The inquest, held in Bury St 
Edmunds, heard from his 
friend Kevin Knights who 
witnessed his fall. 

Mr Knights said: “He said he 
felt dizzy and fell and hit his 
head. 

“He never lost consciousness 
and kept asking me to contact 
his wife.” 

Mr Fox was admitted to the 
hospital’s orthopaedic 
department at 7.30pm. 

His wife, Marie Vincent, said 
when she arrived her husband 
“appeared confused”. 

The coroner heard Mr Fox 
developed epilepsy following a 
spontaneous brain bleed in 
1999 while riding out on the 
Newmarket Gallops.

His wife also said he suffered 
from dementia and a lack of 
balance in the past. 

Ward sister Sarah Davy left 
Mr Fox with his wife so he 
could change. 

Ms Vincent said he dozed 
off, adding: “I am used to him 
coming out from epileptic fits 
and he would usually doze 
off.” 

She then left his bedside as 
she was concerned doctors 


were unaware of Mr Fox’s 
alcohol dependency and feared 
he might suffer withdrawals 
when he woke. 

She said: “When I was 
speaking to the nurse all the 
sirens went off and I turned to 
see my husband lying on the 
floor.” 

No-one saw how he fell. 
Doctors managed to resuscitate 
him but he later died. 

Tim Nesbitt, acting on behalf 
of the family, said: “The 
concern of the family is had 
the cot-sides been put up, then 
he might not have fallen and 
then his death might not have 
happened.” 

Dr David Rouse, an 
independent pathologist who 
performed the post-mortem on 
Mr Fox said he thought Mr Fox 
had fallen from his bed. 

The coroner Peter Dean, said 
the event was tragic and 
everyone involved had done 
their best for Mr Fox. 

He said Mr Fox either fell out 
of bed because of a simple fall, 
a seizure which caused him to 
fall, a cardiac arrest which 
caused a fall or he had simply 
got out of bed and fell. 

Mr Dean said in a narrative 
verdict that Mr Fox had died 
from complications following a 
head injury after two falls, oc¬ 
curring against a background of 
epilepsy following a previous 
spontaneous subarachnoid 
haemorrhage.

A FISHING tackle dealer is 
trying to combat the escalating 
problem offish poaching. 

The illegal removal of fish from 
East Anglia's waterways is ever- 
increasing and often involves 
Eastern European anglers who 
are unaware of the UK's 'catch 
and release' laws. 

Now Steve Calder, who runs 
Carping On, a fishing tackle 
business based in Mildenhall, 
is doing his bit to tackle the 
problem. 

Steve, who also runs stalls on 
Ely's markets, has produced a 


series of information posters, 
translated into Polish, 
Lithuanian, Albanian and 
Portuguese, advising foreign 
people about the country's 
catch and release policies. 

The laminated posters are now 
available, free of charge, for 
angling clubs to display at their 
fisheries. 

Steve said: "Since we first 
began trading on Ely market 
and subsequently opening our 
shop in Mildenhall, I've heard 
some real horror stories 
involving netting and even 
electro-fishing on a near 


commercial scale. 

"The UK is unusual within 
Europe in that we pursue a 
catch and release policy. In 
other countries, it's perfectly 
normal for anglers to take 
home any fish that they catch. 

"Hopefully by posting these 
information notices in multiple 
languages, the message will 
quickly spread that poaching 
will not be tolerated on our 
waterways."

Police look to 
cut burglaries 


A POLICE operation 
to crack down on 
burglaries in Suffolk 
has been launched. 

Operation Drawbridge 
is bent on cutting down 
on house burglaries by 
encouraging residents to 
protect their homes and 
increasing the number 
of crimes solved by 
urging people to give the 
police information 
which will help bring 
criminals to justice. 

Suffolk Police, which 
launched the campaign 
last week, said about 
158 burglaries happen in 
the county per month - 
and the number of 
offences usually starts to 
rise in November and 
December. 

The force said its 
latest figures show a fall 
in the number of bur¬ 
glaries but tackling this 
kind of crime is a key 
priority. 

Temporary Det Chief 
Insp Bernie Morgan 
said: “It is pleasing to 
note that burglaries are

currently on the 
decrease, but just one is 
too many. We are 
determined to bring 
these figures down even 
further and identify 
those responsible. 

“When someone 
enters your property 
uninvited and takes 
your personal possessions 
it can be extremely 
traumatic for victims. 
We want to make sure 
that, wherever possible, 
we stop would-be bur¬ 
glars from having the 
chance to carry out this 
offence.” 

He urged people to 
make sure all doors and 
windows are locked 
before they go out while 
leaving a light on will 
suggest someone is 
inside and timer switches 
can be installed for 
radios and lights. 

He added: “Install a 
burglar alarm and make 
sure you never leave a 
spare key under the 
doormat or a flowerpot.” 


Police will be 
conducting high visi¬ 
bility patrols in areas 
affected, calling on 
homes and businesses 
where they suspect 
people are handling 
stolen goods, and 
gathering intelligence on 
culprits. 

Paula Abrahams, 
deputy chief crown 
prosecutor for the East 
of England Crown 
Prosecution Service, 
said: “Burglaries affect 
people’s quality of life 
long after the crime is 
committed so by con¬ 
tinuing to work with the 
police and other partner 
agencies we will en¬ 
deavour to support 
strategies aimed at 
reducing this type of 
crime and continue to 
bring offenders to 
justice.”

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Donor saved my life - 
now I'm going for gold

A year after receiving a new liver, swimming ace Liam Barnett won four gold medals 
at the British Transplant Games. Next year, he'll represent his country at the World 
Games in South Africa. And he owes it all to someone he never even met. Interview 
by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


T HIS summer, 

exactly a year after 
the liver transplant 
that saved his life, Liam 
Barnett decided to write 
to his donor's family. It 
was, he says, one of the 
hardest things he's ever 
done. 

"The only thing I know 
about the clonor is that it was 
a male in his 40s," says Liam. 
"It took me ages to write the 
letter: how do you express 
your gratitude, in a nutshell, 
for someone's decision to 
gift you with life? 

"I didn't want to be 
melodramatic about it, but if 
I hadn't had a transplant I 
would have died. So I 
wanted to explain what I'm 
trying to get out of life, for 
me and for their loved one. 

"They didn't reply, but I 
didn't expect them to. I just 
hope it helped them, really." 

If the donor's family knew 
what Liam has just achieved, 
there's no doubt they'd be 
incredibly proud: in August, 
he entered four swimming 
races in the British Transplant 
Games - and won four 
golds. "That felt pretty 


good," says Liam. "And now 
they want me to represent 
Great Britain at the World 
Transplant Games in South 
Africa next year, which is a 
dream of mine - I'm 
passionate about 
swimming." 

Growing up in Hemel 
Hempstead, Liam, who's 25, 
would swim whenever he 
could. He even represented 
the county, excelling at 
freestyle and butterfly. But at 
the age of 13, he began to 
have mysterious abdominal 
pains which stopped him 
getting into the pool. 

Tests revealed that Liam 
had a rare liver disease 
called primary sclerosing 
cholangitis: his immune 
system was attacking his 
liver, causing it to scar. But 
Liam took it all in his stride: 
"For a few years it was quite 
simple," he says. "All I had to 
do was take medicine. I was 
back to normal and didn't 
have the pains any more." 

At 18, Liam went to Bristol 
University where he thrived, 
even captaining the 
university swimming team. 
But gradually, as his liver 
became more scarred, he 
began to have problems. 


The abdominal pains 
reappeared, ana he was 
plagued with colds and food 
poisoning: "My nickname, 
which I had on the back of 
my shirt, was 'Sicknote'," he 
grins. 

A change of medication 
helped and, after graduating, 
Liam moved to Cambridge 
to work at engineering 
consultants Mott 
MacDonald, and joined the 
City of Cambridge 
Swimming Club. All was 
going well until one night in 
March 2011, when he 
decided to compete for his 
old club in Hemel 
Hempstead. 

"I didn't do particularly 
well that evening, I got a lot 
of cramp in my legs. Then 
the next morning I woke up 
with the worst pain I've ever 
had in my life. 

"You know how you 
scrape out the insides of a 
pumpkin with a spoon? It felt 
like that: it felt like someone 
was pulping me from the 
inside out. I couldn't get out 
of bed, so I had to call my 
dad on my mobile to get 
him to come to my room." 

Liam was rushed to 
hospital in the grips of a 


ferocious fever: "I was a bit 
delirious, but I just 
remember thinking 'oh, this 
isn't good'." 

It transpired he had 
spontaneous bacterial 
peritonitis - a very nasty 
infection: "My liver was 
starting to fail, and it was 
leaking fluid into my 
abdominal cavity," he 
explains. 

"They said that 50 per 
cent of people who've had it 
die within two years, and I 
just thought 'oh well, I'll be 
one of the other 50 per cent 
then." 

But Liam's optimism 
couldn't hide the fact that he 
needed a liver transplant - 
and soon. "Doctors had 
always said I'd need a 
transplant at some point, but 
I thought it was way off, 
maybe when I was in my 
40s. But now they said I 
should start taking it a bit 
more seriously." 

Within a week of leaving 
hospital, Liam was back at 
work. All seemed fine until a 
month later, when another 
attack of peritonitis put him 
in Addenbrooke's for a 
week. Again he recovered 
quickly. "But then after

about three weeks, I felt 
really lousy. 

"I lay in bed all weekend, 
and went to the doctor on 
Monday morning. She said 
'how long have you been 
jaundiced, then?' And I was 
like 'what?' I was quite 
shocked. She said 'go and 
look in my mirror', and I 
was all yellow, like a 
Simpson." 

The jaundice was yet 
another sign that Liam's liver 
was failing: "It was quite 
haunting, actually, to see 
that even the whites of my 
eyes were yellow. She said 
'we need to call 
Addenbrooke's right 
away'." 

Liam spent the next 
month in hospital, knowing 
he needed a transplant 
urgently. "It's a strange 
feeling. I found myself just 
wishing to get it done with, 
but then I realised I was 
essentially wishing for an 
accident to happen to 
someone - and felt sick at 
myself for thinking such a 
thing. It was a bit of a head 
spin." 

He eventually went 
home, but a third bout of 
peritonitis saw him back in 
Addenbrooke's yet again: 
"and they found that I was 
starting to become tolerant 
to the antibiotics, so it was 
starting to get quite 
dangerous." 

But, he says, he never 
considered that he might 
die. "Not at all. I thought 
everything would work 
out." 

Liam went to his parents' 
house to recuperate, then 
one night in the summer of 
2011, the fateful phone call 
came: a donor organ had 
been found. 

Feeling "a mixture of 
excitement and fear", Liam 
was driven to 
Addenbrooke's by his 
mum: "then eventually my 
dad and my brothers, Josh 
and Curtis, came up, so I 
had all my family around 
my bed. 

"I remember joking 
around with the surgeon, 
saying can you give me a 
nice six-pack scar instead of 
an L?" But the mood 
changed when they came 
to take him away. 

"That was quite hard: my 
brothers and my dad started 
crying, and it was quite 
difficult to see them all 
upset. 


"My parents came down 
to theatre with me, and I 
said I didn't want them to 
be there when I got put out: 
I wanted them to see me 

O into the room awake. 

to forcefully hold back 
the tears, because I wanted 
to seem strong." 

The six-hour transplant 
operation was deemed a 
success, but the following 
day Liam took a turn for the 
worse: during the surgery, a 
main vein had been 
severed: "and my liver was 
sitting in about a litre of 
blood. 

"It was pretty daunting 
because my family had 
gone home, then suddenly 
all these doctors came in 
and said 'we're going to 
have to take you back into 
surgery.' I said to the 
surgeon 'it will be all right, 
won't it? And he said 'well, 
we'll see'. 

"That was a bit 
frightening. Obviously my 
arents weren't going to be 
ack in time, so I said to the 
nurse who was looking after 
me: 'Can I have a hug?' I 
thought it might have been 
the last time I hugged 
anybody." 

Surgeons repaired the 
damage, but unfortunately 
Liam had yet another 
internal bleed 10 days later 
- on his 24th birthday. "It 
was the third time I'd been 
opened in a few days. I said 
'you might as well put a zip 
on this thing'." 

Ever the optimist, Liam 
put all his efforts into his 
recovery. "I'd make little 
goals: to begin with it was 
just washing myself, then I'd 
try to go for little walks, but 
just going downstairs to the 
foyer was a major 
challenge." 

Even sitting was difficult: 
he'd dropped from around 
12st 9lbs to just over 9st: 
"and I had such a bony 
bum that I had to carry a 
pillow around to sit down!" 

When Liam was finally 
discharged, he spent six 
months recuperating at his 
parents' home: "ana I 
haven't looked back since. 
The recovery went really 
well, and I'm so grateful to 
my parents and my 
brothers. I don't think I'd 
have been able to get 
through it so well without 
them." 

By January this year Liam 
was back at work - and 


back in the pool: he started 
training properly in May, 
and by August felt well 
enough to enter the British 
Transplant Games in Kent. 

To say he excelled is 
putting it mildly: "I entered 
four events, the 50m 
freestyle, 50m backstroke, 
50m butterfly and 100m 
freestyle - and I won them 
all," he smiles. 

"They have transplant 
world records and, although 
my times don't count 
officially, as it wasn't a 
World Games, I beat three 
of them, and I was very 
close on the fourth. I'm a bit 
gutted I didn't get them all, 
to be honest!" 

But it wasn't just beating 
the times or winning the 
'Best New Adult 
Transplantee' trophy that 
buoyed Liam: it was 
meeting others who'd been 
through something similar. 
"It was so good to talk 
about it," he says. "The 
Games are a real 
celebration of life: 
everyone's so upbeat, and 
there for one another." 

Next summer, Liam will 
represent Great Britain in 
the World Transplant 
Games in South Africa, this 
time entering seven events: 
"So my aim is to get seven 
golds! It's a real focus for 
me, and I think about it 
every day. 

"With transplants, there is 
every chance that organs 
can fail at any point, as the 
body is naturally trying to 
reject the organ. So all I can 
do is live as well as I can. 

"I've always been quite a 
chilled out person, and 
don't feel sorry for myself, 
but I have thought 'wow, I 
nearly died last year: I 
better start doing all the 
things I want to do'. And 
what I want to do is the 
World Transplant Games." 

Not surprisingly, then, 
Liam is in the pool as often 
as he can be, with his scar 
on full view - and he 
doesn't feel in the least self- 
conscious: "People do stare, 
but I'm proud of it," he 
says. 

"It represents not only 
what my family and I have 
been through, but all the 
hard work of everyone who 
was involved in my 
transplant. 

"For me, it's a symbol of 
all the people who gave me 
the gift of life."

Driver handed 
18 -month ban 


A MAN convicted of 
dangerous driving has been 
banned from the road and 
ordered to carry out unpaid 
community work. 

Philip Bellasis, 26, who had 
been at the wheel of a BMW, 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
dangerous driving but was found 
unanimously guilty by a jury after 
an hour of deliberation. 

Bellasis, of High Street, 
Mildenhall, had been accused of 
deliberately attempting a 
dangerous overtaking manoeuvre 
while travelling too fast on a wet 
road. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Wednesday convicted Bellasis, 
who had already admitted the 
offence of careless driving, and 
disqualified him from driving for 
18 months. 

Bellasis must also complete 180 
hours of unpaid community work 
and pay £1,000 towards the cost of 
the prosecution. 

Judge Peter Thompson said 
Bellasis would have to pass an 
extended retest before he was 
allowed to regain his driving 
licence when the ban expired. 

The incident which led to 
Bellasis appearing in court had 
taken place on the late afternoon 


of October 12 last year on the 
A1120 between Stowupland and 
Forward Green, near Stowmarket. 

Carpenter Roy Hammond told 
the court how he had been driving 
home when he saw a BMW car 
approaching from the opposite 
direction. 

He said the rear of the car, 
which he estimated to be 
travelling at around 70mph was 
starting to move to one side and 
came across towards him. 

Despite pulling his van to the 
left of the road, Mr Hammond was 
unable to avoid a collision, with 
the BMW striking the driver’s side 
of his van which rolled over as a 
result of the impact. 

The BMW also collided with a 
car being driven by one of Mr 
Hammond’s work colleagues. 

Bellasis told the jury that he did 
not consider that he had driven 
dangerously but with the benefit 
of hindsight he should not have 
overtaken two vehicles at that 
location. 

Giving evidence, Bellasis 
admitted he may have been 
travelling a “little bit too fast” but 
said he was unable to explain why 
his car began to slide across the 
road which he said had been 
“moist”.

Life's still good 


I T'S not the most obvious subject 
matter for a comedy, but 
Penelope Keith's latest play is all 
about grief. 

She plays June Pepper, the wife of a 
tabloid newspaper editor who has just died. 
Adapted from the best-selling novel of the 
same name, Good Grief charts her journey 
through the stages of the grieving process, 
as she learns there is far more to life than 
death. 

"Bereavement is one of the last subjects 
that we can't seem to discuss," says Keith, 
with her trademark frankness. "People just 
don't talk about it until it happens to them. 

"The piece is written by Keith 
Waterhouse and he is the sort of person 
who says what other people just think. I 
think the person who is most like him today 
is Rod Liddle who writes in The Times." 

Despite its heavy subject matter, Keith 
believes that people will come away from 
the play with both a smile on their faces 
and with something to think about. "There 
are some great lines and it is a joy to work 
with," she explains, "but there is also plenty 
of substance, plenty of wry humour and 
many poignant moments. 

"It looks at marriage, widowhood and 
bereavement. My character is asked to 
keep a journal of her grief by her husband 
before he dies and it is not an easy task." 

As usual, Keith has undertaken plenty of 
research for her role, explaining: "We've 
had a talk from a former newspaper editor 
who worked in Fleet Street as it was and 
also visited St Bride's Church in London. 
And before we actually started to rehearse, 
we talked about the play and what it meant 
to us." 

Despite being on stage for almost the 
entire show, Keith hasn't found it hard to 
learn all her lines. "You have to be

persistent," she says. "You have to put the 
work in but I firmly believe that you have a 
learning muscle that, if you use, keeps 
working well." 

The actress is also helped by having 
played the role once before, a decade ago, 
when Waterhouse was still alive. This return 
to her old role is a change from her 
previous two plays, both Restoration 
dramas (including The Rivals, together with 
former co-star Peter Bowles). Before that, 
she was at the Arts Theatre, also as a 
widow, in Entertaining Angels. 

If she sounds busy, it's because she is. Still 
the actress declares she loves life on the 
road, and certainly makes the most of 
getting out and about. 

"It's wonderful to see new places, 
especially places that you might not 
normally see. This tour is just the right 
length, we finish on November 17, so then 
I can get all ready for Christmas." 

Away from work, you'll most likely find 
Keith in her garden. Based in Surrey with 
her husband Rodney, she has been a 
passionate gardener for years. She has even 
presented a gardening programme for 
television, such is her knowledge and 
enthusiasm. 

Post-Christmas, however, the actress isn't 
sure what the future holds work-wise. But 
that's fine by her. "That is the joy of it," she 
says. "You are never too sure. Musicians are 
booked out for months ahead but actors 


don't really know. You just hope that 
something interesting will turn up." 

Saying that while she isn't gunning for 
anything in particular, it's likely to be 
another play: "There isn't a lot of television 
work for us women who have been around 
for a long time. I know you hear that a lot, 
but most of my generation were trained for 
the stage so that is where we tend to work." 

Unlike many of her peers who tire of 
talking about their past glories, Keith, now 
72, is happy to reminisce about her starring 
television roles like the hugely popular The 
Good Life and To The Manor Born. Both 
saw Keith play strong (and terribly well- 
spoken, of course) women, including 
Margot in The Good Life with Felicity 
Kendal, Richard Briers and Paul Eddington, 
and Audrey fforbes-Flamilton in To The 
Manor Born, which teamed her with the 
suave Peter Bowles. 

Both shows have stood the test of time, 
being shown around the world and still 
loved by millions of viewers. 

"They were wonderful parts and I look 
back with great affection," says Keith, 
adding that she still sees many of the 'old 
gang'. 

"I speak to them on the phone and we 
meet up, and yes, they are still working 
which is great." 

As well being the obvious choice to host 
the recent restoration series To The Manor 
Reborn, Keith also reprised her role as 
fforbes-Hamilton for a special anniversary 
edition in 2007 which saw Richard and 
Audrey celebrating their silver wedding 
anniversary. Proof, perhaps, that the things 
we love really do live on.

Giving the birds a 
boost with berries 


G ardeners should 

be continuing to 
refill their bird- 
feeders and baths during 
the cooler months, when 
the birds really need them, 
but it's worth looking at 
some berried treasures to 
plant in borders as well. 

Indeed, with some plants, such 
as pernettya and snowberry, the 
berries are the main attraction as 
their flowers are small and 
insignificant. 

Don't just think of red when 
you consider adding a shrub with 
berries to your garden. Their 
colours range from white to black 
and most colours in between. As 
they contain the reproductive part 
of the plant, berries are perfect for 
increasing your stock of plants. 

The birds have a habit of 
helping with propagation, by 
spreading seeds all over the 
garden. And there are quite a few 
trees which will provide them 
with food throughout the autumn 
and winter months. 

The rowan tree, mountain ash

and whitebeam, which all belong 
to the genus Sorbus, carry 
abundant crops of berries from 
autumn onwards and provide 
some fantastic autumn leaf colour 
as well. 

The golden-berried rowan, 
Sorbus 'Joseph Rock', provides 
both colour for gardeners and 
food for blackbirds with its 
abundant berry crop. 

For the best of both worlds, 
plant a Sorbus sargentiana, which 
has pinnate leaves which turn 
brilliant red in autumn, large 
sticky red buds in winter and 
huge clusters of white flowers, 
followed by bright red berries for 
the birds. 

Another good garden stalwart 


that provides masses of fruit is the 
herringbone cotoneaster, with its 
dense tapestry of branches and 
small, glossy leaves also providing 
good nesting sites for small birds 
and homes to many of the insects 
on which they feed. 

It's a compact, deciduous 
species bearing pinkish white 
flowers followed by bright red 
berries and reaches a maximum 
height of around 1.5m (5ft) and is 
particularly suitable for training 
against a sunny wall. 

If you prefer orange berries, go 
for the semi-evergreen C. 
simonsii, which grows a little taller 
and produces a new set of leaves 
in mid-autumn which may last 
until spring. 

Of course, no berry-rich garden 
should be without at least two 
varieties of holly, as they need a 
male and a female to pollinate. 

An abundant crop of scarlet or 
yellow autumn berries should 
appear as long as a male form of 
holly is planted near to every 
three to five female plants. 

Often persisting through most 
of the winter, the fruits provide 
vital cold-weather food for many 


types of songbird, while 
deciduous forms with persistent 
bright red fruits include 
'Sparkleberry' and Ilex verticillata 
'Winter Red', with its dark green, 
toothed foliage. 

Birds aren't interested in all 
berries, which is just as well, 
because if you only plant their 
favourites, you may have little 
colour left by Christmas. 

So plant some specimens 
which the birds will leave alone, 
such as Skimmia, Aucuba and the 
guelder rose (Viburnum opulus), 
which tend to be their least 
favourites. Ivy berries are 
extremely valuable to birds, while 
crab apples are also appreciated. 

When considering your food 
supply for the birds, remember 
that fruiting wall shrubs including 
pyracantha and flowering quince 
will need to be pruned after 
flowering each year to keep them 
close to the wall. 

You may lose a few young 
berries, but the rest will ripen 
better and the shrub will look 
neater if it doesn't outgrow its 
space.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

Volkswagen weighs up whether to 
produce cute Taigun SUV concept 


VOLKSWAGEN has 
previewed an SUV concept 
based on its smallest 
platform, which currently 
underpins the Up city car. 
The Taigun, which is an 
anagram of Tiguan, one of 
Volkswagen's existing 
SUVs, is designed purely 
for urban environments. 
Under the bonnet is a new 
1.0-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine based on the 
non-turbo three-cylinder 
unit in the Up. 

In the Taigun, it produces 
109bhp and 129lbftof 
torque, which should be 
plenty to make the 975kg 
mini-SUV very sprightly 


around town. It also has 
the potential to average 
60.1 mpg. 

The concept rides on 17- 
inch alloy wheels which 
add to its purposeful look, 
making it look much more 
imposing in the pictures 
than the real thing might. 
Its production is almost a 
certainty, with buyers 
across Europe switching 
from traditional car styles 
to taller, SUV-type designs 
in huge numbers and 
across almost all car 
classes. 

According to Volkswagen, 
simplicity is key to the 
Taigun's interior. Its front 


air nozzles, for example, 
control the fan speed, 
temperature and air flow 
direction, removing the 
need for separate dials on 
the centre console. 

The concept also has 
auxiliary instruments that 
give readouts for oil 
pressure, coolant tem¬ 
perature and, 
interestingly, turbo boost 
pressure. 

It's unlikely that the latter, 
popular in heavily tuned 
turbocharged cars of the 
sort seen in films like The 
Fast And The Furious, will 
make production on all 
Taigun models.

High hopes for 
Artigiano . . . 

MAHMOOD Al Zarooni is confident

Simon Callaghan admits Slim Shadey 
faces a big task in the Breeders' Cup Turf 

- particularly after being drawn 11 - but 
reports the gelding to be in the form of 
his life. 

Formerly trained by Stan Moore in 
England, Slim Shadey finished fourth in 
Frankel's Guineas at 200-1. 

He failed to recapture his best form after 
that and owner Phil Cunningham, who 
also owned Cockney Rebel, transferred 
him to America to join Callaghan, the 
former Newmarket trainer now based at 
Santa Anita. 

"I'm sure we'll be close to the leaders, if 
we're not on the lead," said Callaghan. 
"This is the deepest competition he's 
ever faced and it's the right time to do it 

- he's coming off his best race."

Dunlop’s relief 
after Red alert 
in cnp build-np 


RED Cadeaux has been involved in a 
vims scare at his quarantine barn in 
Australia as he prepares for Tuesday’s 
Emirates Melbourne Cup. 

However, trainer Ed Dunlop was able to 
breathe a sigh of relief after last year’s 
runner-up was given the all-clear. 

Red Cadeaux is stabled in the same barn as 
the former John Oxx-trained Hartani, who has 
struck up a temperature. 

The three-year-old has been bought to take 
part in next year’s carnival but thankfully 
Racing Victoria officials confirmed there was 
no cause for alarm. 

“As part of the quarantine process, each 
horse’s temperature is checked twice daily. It 
was established that Hartani had an elevated 
temperature last night and as a precaution the 
horse was moved to the isolation box at the 
Vintage Crop stables,” said RV’s head of equine 
welfare and veterinary service, Brian Stewart. 

‘A blood test showed the horse is suffering 
from a mild viral infection and appears to be 
recovering quickly.” 

After a work-out, Red Cadeaux’s jockey 
Michael Rodd feels his Newmarket-based 
charge is stronger this year. 

“He’s bigger and wider and I could really feel 
it out on the track,” said the jockey. “Last year 
is still hurting. I’ve had 12 months to relive it 
and how I might be able to turn the tables 
this year.” 

■ Luca Cumani has arrived in Australia to put 
the finishing touches to the preparations of 
Mouth Athos and My Quest For Peace for 
Tuesday’s race. 

Mount Athos has been one of the ante-post 
favourites for some time after winning his last 
three races at Newmarket, York and Newbury 


and Cumani has been keen to keep him fresh. 

My Quest For Peace ran a fine trial in the 
Caulfield Cup behind Dunaden when beaten 
just over a length into fifth and the Newmarket 
handler has two good chances to claim a race 
he has come so close to winning on a couple 
of occasions. 

“They look very well. Most of the time when 
I’ve joined them they have had trouble eating 
or look light and I haven’t been happy, but this 
time I am happy, they look great,” said 
Cumani. “Mount Athos won first up for us in 
the spring not having raced for six months and 
was very impressive. 

“He didn’t race for two months and then won 
again in a listed race and then had 45 days off 
before winning the Geoffrey Freer at Group 
Three level. He’s done his best by racing 
sparingly.

CHRIS Louis has suggested Dudley should 
“talk to the referee” over accusations that he 
influenced the official in a decisive last-race 
decision that last week handed Mildenhall 
the National League championship. 

The Fen Tigers’ Stefan Nielsen and Heathens’ top 
man Adam Roynon clashed off bend four in the 
final race of Wednesday’s thrilling title showdown 
at King’s Lynn. 

Both referee Dave Robinson and Louis (below), a 
former world No 3, reviewed video footage of the 
incident before Robinson excluded Roynon, 
who suffered a broken leg and shoulder 
in the crash. 

A statement issued from Dudley 
confirmed they were preparing to 
lodge a complaint with the 
Speedway Control Bureau over 
Louis’ alleged discussion with 
Robinson. 

They cited audio from a BBC 
broadcast of the fixture as 
evidence, claiming “Louis clearly 
influences the referee’s decision,’ 
although the material 
inconclusive. 

However, a regional television 
broadcast of the incident appears to show 
Roynon barging into Nielsen. Dudley promoter Gary 
Patchett said in a statement: “Quite how the referee 
and Chris Louis can justify themselves I don't know. 

“You’ve got a referee being coerced into changing 
his mind by a staging promoter in the race which
